"Conservation" is an old-fash- 
ioned word and too often proves to be a 
hindrance rather than a help in our en- 
deavor, As conservationists we are com-' 
mitted to the task of saving the wilder- 
ness-~for- whom? Our enemies, and those 
who just don’t understand, take the atti- 
tude that we save it selfishly; that our 
goal is to exclude people from the high 
country» 

Furthermore, 
sume the role of 
martyrs. As such, 


as conservationists re as- 
crusaders, sometimes even 
we never make any sub- 
stantial progress. ‘We win battles but 
are losing the war. Consequently the 
wilderness shrinks year by year, until 
eventually it will be engulfed by the tide 
of "sivilization." 

"Conservation," therefore, isa negative 
word describing a negative approach to the 
great problem of the “wilderness. Some 
thoughtful members have recognized that 
this negative approach is ineffectual, 
cause it does not stimulate progressive 

hinking, and_stamps us as. conservatives 
bound to preserve the status quo. 

The problem is boing. attacked from new 
ground, therefore. The attack involves 
& new philosophy of posztive action.  Pro- 
tection of. the wilderness is based on using 
it without: destroying its: Our ‘task be- 
comes a matter of regulating its use, and 
in this capacity we becone wilderness 
planners. If this be our task why not be 
known as "Wilderness Planners"? 

The very fact that we will then be rec- 
ognized as planners instead of savers or 
hoarders may make our task sinpler. If we 
as a group are knovm for our profressive 
planning rather than selfish hoardins, we 
will find that others (cont. p. 6)

Ths creation of a separate Division of 
Wildlife ilanagement to-hatidle conserva- 
tion problem: related to’ gamc animals, 
birds and fish in the sevehtscen Mebicnal 
Forests of California wes ansounsed 
teday by S. B. Show, ‘chief of the US 
Forest Service in this State, lr. Fred 
P, Cronemiller, assistant rezional 
forestsr who has tcen in charge of the 
present Division of “Jildlife and Range 
ianagement for the past eleven yeats, 
will be chief of the newly-created wild- 
life division.
